33 survive Venezuela plane crash 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- A domestic passenger plane 
crashed yesterday in southeast¬ 
ern Venezuela killing at least 
14 people, officials said, but 33 
of those on board miraculously 
survived the terrifying ordeal. 

The plane carrying 47 pas¬ 
sengers and four crew, en route 
to the resort city of Isla Mar¬ 
garita, burst into flames mid¬ 
air and broke almost in two as 
it came down near a steel 
works owned by the Sidor 
group in Bolivar state. 

"A total of 33 people are 
being cared for at different clin¬ 
ics," Bolivar governor Francisco 
Rangel Gomez said. "We have 


14 bodies that are being identi¬ 
fied and we are searching for 
four people" in the wreckage. 

The Conviasa Airlines 
ATR-42-300 plane went down 
about six miles (10 kilometers) 
from Puerto Ordaz. The cause 
of the crash was not immedi¬ 
ately clear. 

Officials said the quick re¬ 
sponse by the emergency serv¬ 
ices after the pilot warned air 
traffic control that the flight 
was in trouble had prevented a 
higher death toll. 

The plane went down at a 
site mostly used by Sidor to 
store scrap industrial material. 
None of its employees were in¬ 


jured in the crash, but they 
were among the first at the 
scene helping rescue passen¬ 
gers, Gomez said. 

The governor said the pilot 
appeared to have "lost control" 
of the plane and had radioed a 
control tower to warn that the 
flight was having technical dif¬ 
ficulties. A spokesperson for 
ATR, the aircraft manufac¬ 
turer, said the firm was inves¬ 
tigating the accident. 

Conviasa is a state-owned 
airline started in 2004 that flies 
to destinations as varied as 
Tehran, Damascus, Buenos 
Aires and several Caribbean 
nations.

Hurricane Igor gets stronger, storm Dutch rightist coalition 
Julia follows talks resume 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Hur¬ 
ricane Igor, swirling in the cen¬ 
tral Atlantic, strengthened 
yesterday, sparking concerns 
about possible flooding in the 
Caribbean, including in quake- 
devastated Haiti. 

Coming behind it was Trop¬ 
ical Storm Julia which formed 
overnight near the coast of 
Africa and was moving north¬ 
west after skirting the Cape 
Verde Islands. 

Igor, a powerful category 
four storm, was barreling west 
at 10 miles (17 kilometers) per 
hour, the Miami-based Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

The storm had maximum 
sustained winds near 150 miles 
(240 kilometers) per hour, up 
from 140 miles (220 kilome¬ 
ters) overnight. 

"Some fluctuation in inten¬ 
sity is likely during the next 48 
hours," the center warned. 
"And Igor could become a cat¬ 
egory five hurricane today." 

The center of the storm was 
currently located 880 miles 
(1,420 kilometers) east of the 
northern Leeward Islands. 
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Forecasters said Igor could 
brush the northern Caribbean, 
possibly heading toward 
Bermuda afterwards. 

Although Igor was not ex¬ 
pected to hit land directly, the 
approach of the hurricane has 
sparked concern in the 
Caribbean basin about torren¬ 
tial rains that it could bring 
with it, including in Haiti, 
which is still recovering from 
a massive earthquake in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Meanwhile, as Igor made 
its way across the Atlantic, a

BOSTON, Massachusetts 
(AFP) - A new superbug from 
India thought to be resistant to 
nearly every known antibiotic 
poses a global threat, scientists 
warned yesterday, urging 
health authorities to track the 
bacteria. 

"There is an urgent need, 
first, to put in place an interna¬ 
tional surveillance system over 
the coming months and, se¬ 
cond, to test all the patients ad¬ 
mitted to any given health 
system" in as many countries 
as possible, said Patrice Nord- 
mann of France's Bicetre Hos¬ 
pital. 

"For the moment, we don't 
know how fast this phenome¬ 
non is spreading... it could take 
months or years, but what is 


new tropical storm formed off 
the coast of Africa, with warn¬ 
ings being issued for the south¬ 
ern Cape Verde Islands.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Negotiations to 
form a rightist Dutch coalition 
government backed by contro¬ 
versial anti-Islam MP Geert 
Wilders resumed yesterday, 10 
days after a first round floun¬ 
dered, a spokesman said. 

"The negotiations resumed 
this afternoon at 3:30 pm in 
The Hague," Henk Brons, 
spokesman for an official ap¬ 
pointed by the queen to lead 
the discussions, told AFP. 

Wilders, who calls Islam 
fascist, on September 3 walked 
out of month-old negotiations 
on forming a coalition invol¬ 
ving the centre-right, pro-busi¬ 
ness VVD that narrowly won 
June 9 elections and the Chris¬ 
tian Democrat CDA. 

Wilders' Party for Freedom 
(PVV) would remain outside 
of such a "minority govern¬ 
ment" but would provide the 
majority required to pass deci¬ 
sions through parliament on 
certain pre-agreed issues — in 
return for a voice in policy for¬ 
mation. 

The VVD and CDA to¬ 
gether hold 52 seats in the 150- 
member Dutch parliament, and 


could easily be carried back 
and forth by the country's mas¬ 
sive diaspora. 

The so-called "superbug," 
dubbed NDM-1 (New Delhi 
metallo-beta-lactamase 1), and 
its variants appear to have 
originated in India and were 
first detected in Britain in 
2007. 

The bug attracted media at¬ 
tention after the August publi¬ 
cation of a research article in 
Britain's Lancet journal that 
said an Indian "medical 
tourist" appeared to have 
brought the bacteria to Britain. 

A Belgian citizen hospital¬ 
ized in Pakistan after a car ac¬ 
cident was the first known 
death related to infection by 
the superbug.

Wilders, who campaigns 
for stopping Muslim immigra¬ 
tion and the construction of 
new mosques in order to halt 
"Islamisation" of the Nether¬ 
lands, ended the previous 
round of talks saying he had 
lost trust in the CDA — some of 
whose members had expressed 
publicly their concerns about 
cooperating with the PVV. 

One of them, outgoing 
health minister Ab Klink, has 
since resigned his parliamen¬ 
tary post, prompting Wilders to 
reconsider his position. 

Tjeenk Willink, an official 
appointed by Queen Beatrix, 
reported to her earlier yester¬ 
day that the negotiations can 
resume, having consulted all 
three parties. 

The monarch then re-ap¬ 
pointed Ivo Opstelten, who led 
the previous round of coalition 
talks, to "continue his investi¬ 
gation into the speedy creation 
of a cabinet of the VVD and 
CDA that can count on fruitful 
cooperation with the Dutch 
parliament with the backing of 
the PVV," said a statement 
from the monarchy.

Robotics breakthrough: Scientists 
make artificial skin 


PARIS (AFP) - Biotech wiz¬ 
ards have engineered elec¬ 
tronic skin that can sense 
touch, in a major step to¬ 
wards next-generation robot¬ 
ics and prosthetic limbs. 

The lab-tested material re¬ 
sponds to almost the same 
pressures as human skin and 
with the same speed, they re¬ 
ported in the British journal 
Nature Materials. 

Important hurdles remain 
but the exploit is an advance 
towards replacing today's 
clumsy robots and artificial 
arms with smarter, touch-sen¬ 
sitive upgrades, they believe. 

"Humans generally know 
how to hold a fragile egg 
without breaking it," said Ali 
Javey, an associate professor 
of computer sciences at the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, who led one of the

"Quite frankly, [use of 
Auto-Tune] happens on al¬ 
most all vocal performances 
you hear on the radio," said 
Marco Alpert, vice president 
of marketing for Antares 
Audio Technologies, the com¬ 
pany that holds the trademark 
and patent for Auto-Tune. 

The beauty of Auto-Tune, 
Alpert said, is that instead of 
an artist having to sing take 
after take, struggling to get 
through a song flawlessly, 
Auto-Tune can clean up 
small goofs. 

"It used to be that singers 
would have to sing a song 
over and over, and by that 
time you've lost the emo¬ 
tional content of the perform¬ 
ance," Alpert said. 
"Auto-Tune is used most 
often for an artist who has de¬ 
livered a fabulous perform¬ 
ance emotionally and there 
may be a few pitch problems 
here and there . . . [the soft¬ 
ware] can save a once-in-a- 
lifetime performance." 

How it works 

Auto-Tune users set a ref-

The prototype, measuring 49 
square centimetres (7.6 
square inches), can detect 
pressure ranging from 0 to 15 
kilopascals, comparable to 
the force used for such daily 
activities as typing on a key- 



erence point - a scale or spe¬ 
cific notes, for example - and 
a rate at which derivations 
from this point will be digi¬ 
tally corrected.

New On the Menu: Genetically 
Modified Salmon? 



The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration may soon 
approve genetically modi¬ 
fied salmon for humans to 
eat, a prospect that is raising 
concern among some con¬ 
sumer advocates who con¬ 
sider the fish a threat to both 
health and the environment. 

On Sept. 3, a scientific 
panel of experts that advises 
the FDA paved the way for 
the approval of genetically 
modified salmon, calling it 
“as safe as food from conven¬ 
tional Atlantic salmon.” 

The FDA’s Veterinary 
Medicine Advisory Commit¬ 
tee went on to say that the fish 
— AquAdvantage Salmon 
developed by Waltham, 
Mass.-based AquaBounty 
Technologies — contained 
the same amount of nutrients 
and had “no biologically rel¬ 
evant differences” from ordi¬ 
nary farmed Atlantic salmon. 
The FDA is scheduled to hold 
public hearings on the issue 
from Sept. 19 to 21. 

If AquaBounty’s salmon is 
approved, it would mark the 


first time a genetically modi¬ 
fied animal has been ap¬ 
proved for America’s dinner 
plates and restaurant menus. 

That’s what worries con¬ 
sumer advocates, who say 
approving the salmon is 
opening the door to all sorts 
of genetically engineered an¬ 
imals, such as pigs and other 
mammals. 

The FDA is regulating ge¬ 
netically engineered animals 
as it would a new veterinary 
drug, which means that much 
of the research and informa¬ 
tion about the product is 
being kept confidential, said 
Wenonah Hauter, executive 


director of Food & Water 
Watch in Washington, 
D.C. 

“We don’t know if it’s 
safe for humans to eat and 
the only research that has 
been done was done by the 
company,” according to 
Hauter. “The FDA is an 
under-resourced agency 
that has had so much trou¬ 
ble with the regulatory 
system for foods — we’ve 
had tainted eggs, poisonous 
peanuts and other contamina¬ 
tions — and is now taking on 
something in a very non¬ 
transparent way.” 

Recently, Food & Water 
Watch was joined by 30 other 
animal welfare, consumer en¬ 
vironmental and fisheries 
groups, including the Sierra 
Club, which issued a statement 
citing concerns that the fish 
could escape and pose an envi¬ 
ronmental threat. Previously, 
another group of consumer ad¬ 
vocates and others warned that 
“transgenic fish” could intro¬ 
duce new or unknown aller¬ 
gens into the food supply. 


Swimming in chlorinated pools 
can lead to cancer: study 



MADRID (AFP) - Swim¬ 
ming in chlorinated pools can 
cause an increased risk of 
cancer in bathers, Spanish re¬ 
searchers said on Monday. 

Researchers from the 
Barcelona-based Centre of 
Research in Environmental 
Epidemiology (CREAL) and 
Research Institute Hospital 
del Mar studied changes in 
indicators of mutagenicity — 
permanent mutation of the 
DNA — among a group of 
swimmers in an indoor chlo¬ 
rinated pool. 

’’The evidence of geno- 
toxic effects were observed 
in 49 healthy adults after 
swimming for 40 minutes in 
a chlorinated indoor pool,” 
CREAL said in a statement 
on Monday. 

Researchers found indica¬ 
tors of an increase in cancer 


risk in healthy subjects as 
well as potential respiratory 
effects from the cholorine 
used as a disinfectant, the 
statement said. 

The co-director of 
CREAL, Manolis Kogevinas, 
said the findings should not 
put people off swimming. 

”The positive health im¬ 
pacts of swimming can be in¬ 
creased by reducing the levels 
of these chemicals,” he said. 

”In no case do we want to 
stop swimming, but to en¬ 
courage the reduction of 
chemicals in swimming 
pools,” said Kogevinas, who 
suggested the problems 
caused by a reduction in lev¬ 
els of disinfectant could be 
offset if swimmers showered 
before taking a dip, wore 
bathing caps and refrained 
from urinating.

Regulators turn to big bank issue 
after Basel III deal 


BASEL, Switzerland (AFP) - 
Regulators yesterday weighed 
further reforms targeting banks 
sometimes deemed too big to 
fail just hours after they an¬ 
nounced landmark changes to 
capital requirement rules. 

The tougher rules unveiled 
late Sunday, called Basel III, 
would triple the minimum re¬ 
serves that banks would have 
to hold against losses, thereby 
bolstering their resilience in 
the face of crises. 

While hailing the reforms, 
central bankers said the pack¬ 
age still did not address a 
"moral hazard problem" ari¬ 
sing from the fact that some 
major banks are simply too big 
or too significant to the eco¬ 
nomy to be allowed to fail. 

The global financial crisis 
in 2007-2008 forced many 
governments in developed na¬ 
tions to rescue banks, since al¬ 
lowing them to fold could have 
brought down whole eco¬ 
nomies. 

Central bankers now want 
to find a way to ensure that 
such major financial institu¬ 
tions can be allowed to fail if 
they run into trouble without 
damaging national economies. 

Such banks can also expect 
to see further curbs and their 
capital buffer is expected to be 
raised further, central bank 
regulators said. 

"It's not done! We have now 
a second part which is very, 
very important -- to address the 
problem of the systemically 
important institutions," said 
Mario Draghi, speaking as the 
chairman of the Financial Sta¬ 


bility Board. 

If such major banks were to 
get into trouble in the future, 
there must be a way to wind 
them up "without creating the 
huge market disruptions that 
we have seen and without dip¬ 
ping in taxpayers money 
purse," added Draghi, who is 
also Italy's top central banker. 

Central bankers meeting at 
northern Switzerland's Bank 
for International Settlements 
agreed Sunday on new overall 
rules for banks to be phased in 
from 2013. 

Banks of all sizes would be 
required to hold more reserves 
by January 1, 2015, with the 
"minimum requirement for 
common equity, the highest 
form of loss absorbing capi¬ 
tal," raised to 4.5 percent of 
overall assets from 2.0 percent 
at the moment. 

So-called Tier One capital, 
a wider measure of top-quality 
capital, has been re-defined on 
a tighter basis and increased 
from 4.0 to 6.0 percent over 
the same period. 

In addition, banks would be 
required by January 1, 2019 to 
set aside an additional buffer of 
2.5 percent to "withstand future 
periods of stress," bringing the 
total of such core reserves re¬ 
quired to 7.0 percent. 

This additional reserve 
helps "to ensure that banks 
maintain a buffer of capital 
that can be used to absorb 
losses during periods of finan¬ 
cial and economic stress," said 
regulators. 

They added that the tool 
would help stop banks from is¬ 


suing "discretionary bonuses 
and high dividends, even in the 
face of deteriorating capital 
positions." 

Meanwhile, the Tier One 
capital requirement being 
raised to 6.0 percent from 4.0 
percent includes common eq¬ 
uity and other specific finan¬ 
cial instruments. 

Some assets would also no 
longer be considered as appro¬ 
priate reserves, and would 
have to be replaced by better 
quality assets beginning 2013. 

However, banks were given 
nine years to implement the 
new rules, far longer than the 
end-2012 deadline that was 
suggested late last year. 

Many major financial insti¬ 
tutions have in recent months 
already moved to boost their 
reserves to meet the require¬ 
ment. 

European Central Bank 
chief Jean-Claude Trichet, the 
chairman of the group of regu¬ 
lators who met in northern 
Switzerland on Sunday, said 
that the deal reached was a 
"fundamental strengthening of 
the global capital standards." 

He said yesterday: "Their 
contribution to long-term fi¬ 
nancial stability and growth 
will be substantial. The transi¬ 
tion arrangements will enable 
banks to meet the new stan¬ 
dards while supporting the 
economic recovery." 

The set of new regulations 
would be submitted for ratifi¬ 
cation at a meeting of Group of 
20 major developed and devel¬ 
oping nations in South Korea 
in November. 


Cuba to eliminate half a million state

OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Vic¬ 
tory over the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn can only 
come through a major cut in 
unemployment, with 440 
million new jobs needed by 
2020 , political leaders and 
key international bodies in¬ 
sisted yester day. 

International Monetary 
Fund Director General Do¬ 
minique Strauss-Kahn, ad¬ 
dressing a conference here, 
said he did not foresee another 
plunge into recession but 
warned that "there won't be 
any end of the crisis before 
unemployment significantly 
decreases." 

"Growth is very important 
... but growth is not enough ... 
If you lose your job, you are 
more likely to suffer from 
health problems, or even die 
younger," he said. 

"If you lose your job, your 


children are more likely to do 
worse in school. If you lose 
your job, you are less likely 
to have faith in public institu¬ 
tions and democracy." 

The International Labour 
Organisation, which joined 
the IMF in sponsoring the 
conference, estimated that the 
global financial crisis had in¬ 
creased the number of jobless 
worldwide by about 34 mil¬ 
lion since 2007. 

The ILO said around 210 
million people are today out 
of work and predicted that 
440 million new jobs would 
be needed in the next decade 
to absorb increases in the 
working age population. 

"There is no other way 
than putting job creation at 
the center of macroeconomic 
policies," argued ILO head 
Juan Somavia 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - Cuba 
will eliminate more than half a 
million state jobs over the next 
six months as part of a push to 
raise productivity in the com¬ 
munist-ruled island, the coun¬ 
try's main labor organization 
said yesterday. 

Workers laid off from go¬ 
vernment jobs will no longer 
be sent home with partial pay, 
but will have to find other 
means to make a living, the 
Cuban Worker's Central, or 
CTC by its Spanish acronym, 
said. 

"Our state neither can nor 
should continue maintaining 
companies... with inflated pay¬ 
rolls, and losses that are a drag 
on the economy, are counter¬ 
productive, generate bad habits 
and deform worker's perform¬ 
ance," it said. 

It said more than 500,000 


public sector jobs will be elim¬ 
inated by March 2011. 

Cuban leader Fidel Castro 
last week caused a stir when it 
was reported he told a US jour¬ 
nalist, "The Cuban model 
doesn't even work for us any 
more." 

Castro, 84, later confirmed 
he made the remark, but was 
amused to see it had been 
taken literally and said that he 
meant "exactly the opposite." 

Castro's brother Raul, who 
is now the president, said a 
year ago that the government 
wanted to relocate more than a 
million state employees. Cuba 
has a workforce of 4.9 million 
people in a country with 11.2 
million population. The state 
controls 95 percent of the 
economy. 

For years, the government 
has given laid off workers up 


to 60 percent of their salary 
while they were waiting to be 
placed in a new job. 

But the CTC said "it will no 
longer be possible to indefi¬ 
nitely protect or subsidize 
workers income."

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Taiwan turns plastic 
junk to 'green' gold

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AFP) - The 
mountains of used plastic bot¬ 
tles at a recycling station in 
Taipei emit a faint smell of 
garbage dump, but soon they 
will be turned into wigs and 
clothes that people will wear. 

From fake hair to football 
jerseys and building bricks, 
Taiwan is breathing new life 
into its massive plastics waste, 
creating a booming new busi¬ 
ness at the same time as it aims 
to go green. 

The island started recycling 
plastic more than a decade ago 
amid growing environmental 
concerns, and today it boasts 
about 73 percent recycling 
rates, according to the cabinet's 
Environmental Protection Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Last year, nearly 180,000 
tons of used plastic were col¬ 
lected and turned into raw ma¬ 
terials worth 4.5 billion Taiwan 
dollars (140 million US), 
which cut down garbage dis¬ 
posal costs and carbon dioxide 
emissions, it said. 

"Recycled plastics can be 
made into many products such 
as garments, flower pots, wigs 
and zippers," said Ma Nien-ho, 
a spokesman for the adminis¬ 
tration's recycling fund ma¬ 
nagement board. "We are not 
only protecting the environ¬ 
ment but also making money." 

Taiwan took pride in the so- 
called "eco-fabric" that was 
used by local companies to 
make the jerseys for nine 
teams competing in the recent 
football World Cup in South 
Africa. 

Each jersey, made from 
eight plastic bottles melted and 
processed into polyester, is 13 
percent lighter than traditional 
fabric and can absorb and dis¬ 
perse sweat more quickly, ac¬ 
cording to Taiwan Textile 
Research Institute. 

"The production process is 
also more environmentally 
friendly as it takes less water 
and energy to dye the shirts 
when using coloured bottles," 
said Alex Lo, managing direc¬ 
tor of Super Textile Corpora¬ 


tion. 

Super Textile, a leading Tai¬ 
wanese maker of eco-fabric, 
started exporting to the United 
States and Japan in recent 
years, which gave a boost of 
up to 10 percent to its business, 
Lo said. "The response has 
been much warmer in the past 
two years due to rising aware¬ 
ness on global warming and 
fluctuating cotton prices." 

"We are optimistic that the 
World Cup publicity will help 
stir up more demand." 

Taiwan, a small island that 
consumes about 4.5 billion 
plastic bottles annually, is seen 
as having an advantage in 
manufacturing eco-textiles 
through lower transportation 
and recycling costs. 

Tzu Chi Foundation, one of 
the island's largest charity 
groups, runs 4,500 recycling 
stations across Taiwan with the 
help of about 70,000 volun¬ 
teers who collected 12,000 
tons of used bottles last year. 

The foundation has distri¬ 
buted more than 300,000 blan¬ 
kets made from plastic bottles 
since 2007 for relief uses at 
home and abroad, it said. 

And perhaps in the near fu¬ 
ture houses built from recycled 
plastic bottles will mushroom 
across the island after "Eco 
Ark," the world's first such 
building, is unveiled in No¬ 
vember. 

"Eco Ark" — a three-storey 
24-meter (78-feet) high exhibi¬ 
tion hall due to debut at the 
Taipei International Floral Ex¬ 
position, is built from 1.5 mil¬ 
lion recycled plastic bottles 
and cost 300 million Taiwan 
dollars. 

"The bottles are processed 
to make bricks that can resist 
earthquakes, wind and fire 
while providing the building 
with natural lighting to save 
electricity," said its architect 
Arthur Huang. 

"The 'polli-bricks' are also 
less expensive than conven¬ 
tional materials like wood and 
glass so the construction cost is 
much lower."

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Hatton to seek help after cocaine 
revelations 


LONDON (AFP) - Former 
two-weight world champion 
Ricky Hatton was diagnosed 
with depression and a drink 
problem by a specialist on 
Monday after a newspaper 
published video footage of 
the boxer allegedly snorting 
cocaine. 

The News of the World se¬ 
cretly filmed Hatton, who has 
not fought since being 
knocked out in the second 
round of his May 2009 show¬ 
down with Manny Pacquiao 
in Las Vegas, supposedly 
using ’’industrial quantities” 
of the drug during a marathon 
10 -hour drinking session. 

Hatton’s spokesman Max 
Clifford told the Press Asso¬ 
ciation that Hatton’s father 
had already sought advice as 
he was worried by his son’s 



behaviour. 

’’Ricky’s father has already 
been talking to the specialists 
over the last few weeks,” 
Clifford said. 

”He and others have been 
increasingly concerned about 
Ricky's depression and his 
drinking.” 

Clifford added: ”He met 


with the specialist (on Mon¬ 
day) for four, five, six hours 
and he was told that his de¬ 
pression is severe and that he 
has a drink problem. 

"The drugs are quite re¬ 
cent and not actually the 
problem when we're talking 
about degrees.” 

Hatton also faces a meet¬ 
ing with the British Boxing 
Board of Control (BBBC) 
over the allegations. 

Reports claim he could be 
suspended, fined or have his 
fight and promoters' licences 
withdrawn. 

"The Board want to see 
Ricky at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity and discuss the issues 
raised in the press accounts,” 
said BBBC chairman Charles 
Giles.

”We always knew it would 
be a difficult total to chase 
but we still had to bowl and 
field well,” said Jacobs. 

Opening batsman Jacobs 
gave his team a blazing start 
as the Warriors hammered 62 
runs without loss in the six 
Powerplay overs.

Done in the NBA? 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - At just 
21, Oklahoma City Thun¬ 
der’s Kevin Durant was al¬ 
ready a household name in 
the United States. 

Now, following his per¬ 
formances at the world bas¬ 
ketball championships where 
he was named Most Valuable 
Player and led the US to a 
first title since 1994, he is 
now just as well known out¬ 
side of the country. 

In just his third NBA sea¬ 
son he led Oklahoma to their 
first ever playoffs appear¬ 
ance. 

On the way he averaged 
30.1 points a game to become 
the youngest player to lead 
the league in scoringand also 
earned his maiden All-Star 


his praise of Durant follow¬ 
ing their 81-64 gold medal 
triumph over Turkey. 

’’The beauty about Kevin 
is he’s pure. He’s not trying 
to do anything except play 
basketball and get better,” 
said Krzyzewski. 

”1 love coaching him and 
he learned how to be a really 
great international player in 
the last five weeks which will 
help him be an even better 
NBA player. He’s very gen¬ 
uine. He’s a special guy and 
definitely a special player.” 

It was not only his coach 
praising him but also those in 
charge of the teams he played 
against. 

Following his sides loss to 
USA, Russian coach David 
Blatt said: ”1 thought we 
made Durant work for his 
baskets but he made plays 
and that is the definition of a 
great player.” 

Coach Kestutis Kemzura 
of Lithuania was stumped by 


how to stop Durant when his 
side lost to the US in the 
semi-finals. 

”It’s very hard to stop 
Kevin Durant one-on-one, 
you have to pick your poi¬ 
son,” he said. 

To his credit, Durant is re¬ 
fusing to let stardom go to his 
head, seeing himself as just 
another integral part of the 
team. 

”We know that every 
game is important, we re¬ 
spect every opponent. We are 
just playing together, every¬ 
body here is one. There's no 
guy that is better than the 
other, there are no egos here 
and that's the major thing.” 

He also made it clear he 
was only in Turkey for the 
joy of winning basketball 
games. 

"I just wanted to come out 
here and win. That was my 
mindset from day one. None 
of that stuff, global marketing 
entered my mind. I just 
wanted to win for everybody. 
This is a great feeling and it’s 
all I worried about.”

Rain halts US Open final with Nadal 
leading Djokovic 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Rafael 
NadaVs quest to complete a 
career Grand Slam by win¬ 
ning his first US Open title 
was again delayed by rain on 
Monday when showers 
halted the men’s final as he 
led Novak Djokovic 6-4, 4-4. 

The match, already post¬ 
poned from Sunday because 
of rain, was halted after one 
hour and 41 minutes with 
Serbian third seed Djokovic 
serving at 30-all in the ninth 
game against world number 
one Nadal of Spain. 

The US Tennis Associa¬ 
tion said weather forecasts in¬ 
dicated there was a strong 
chance the match could be 


finished Monday night. 

Nadal can become the sev¬ 
enth man to complete a ca¬ 
reer Grand Slam sweep, 
joining Roger Federer, Andre 
Agassi, Roy Emerson, Rod 
Laver, Don Budge and Fred 
Perry in having won Wimble¬ 
don and the US, French and 
Australian Open titles. 

Rain postponed the men’s 
final from Sunday to Monday 
for the third year in a row. 
The delay helped Djokovic 
recover from a five-set semi¬ 
final ouster of Federer with 
an extra day of rest. 

Nadal fired a forehand 
winner to break Djokovic in 
the opening game of the 


match, but Djokovic an¬ 
swered by breaking back to 
2-2, the Spaniard swatting a 
forehand wide to surrender 
his serve for only the third 
time in the tournament. 

Djokovic denied Nadal on 
five break points in the fifth 
game but succumbed on the 
sixth, the Serb smashing his 
racquet in anger after Nadal’s 
serve-swiping winner. 

Nadal held his serve from 
there to claim the first set, an 
ominous note for Djokovic as 
the Spanish star was 107-1 in 
prior Grand Slam matches 
when winning the first set 
and 91-0 when taking the 
first two sets.
